At the next General Election 
«November 3rd) the people will 
vote upon several constitutional 
amendments. The most important 
amendment is House Joint Reso­ 
lution No. 1. Briefly stated this 
resolution, if adopted, will auth­ 
orize the Legislature to issue ser­ 
ial bonds to take up the deficit 
which has occurreed in the Gen­ 
eral Fund, 
which deficit 
now 
amounts to approximately $30,- 
000,000. At the same time it pro­ 
vides that hereafter no legisla­ 
tive appropriations can be made 
unless the revenue is available 
from taxes already levied to pay 
the appropriations when due. 
In other words, the purpose of 
the resolution is simply to pay off 
the present debt in the General 
Fund and then run the State on 
a cash basis. 
If there is one thing absolutely 
certain it is the well established 
governmental principle that you 
will never have economy in State 
Government until the Legislature 
is required to face the undesirable 
task of levying taxes at the same 
time it accedes to public demand

Don’t forget the banquet for 
rats to be held all over Comanche 
County Wednesday night. Octo­ 
ber 21. Here are some questions 
th at you m ight have in your mind 
th at you would like to know about. 
1. You have to sign an applica­ 
tion for the poison and at the 
same time submit your money. 
2. You can get these applica­ 
tions from the County Agent. Co­ 
m anche: Golden Oak Milling Co.. 
De Leon: any School Superintend­ 
ent; and all Victory Leaders. 
3. All the applications with the 
money has to be in a t the above 
places not later than Saturday. 
October 17. T hat is the deadline. 
4. When you sign your applica­ 
tion, be sure to designate the 
place you want to get your poison. 
5. Then be sure to come to th at 
place Wednesday afternoon. Oc­ 
tober 21, to get your poison. It 
will be there. 
6. 'The poison is Barium C ar­ 
bonate. It will be mixed with three 
different 
baits—vegetables 
and 
fruits, ground m eat, and fish. 
7. This is poison to cats and 
dogs and chickens, so. tie your 
cats and dogs and keep chickens 
up. However, this poison should be 
put out after the chickens go to 
roost and taken up before they 
get oof the roosts, if you do not 
have a way to keep them up. 
8. If rats die around the place 
and something eats them, it will 
not h u rt whatever eats them. 
9. fkrections on how to use 
these baits will be with the poison. 
10. So, on the night of October 
21, let’s have a banquet for the 
rats all over the county.
